men nailed down their first Metro- 
politan league trophy. Although at 
the first of this season the Finns 
were rated for a strong second place 
‘showing in league play, the Astorians 
‘won twelve straight league victories 
‘before losing in an overtime to Park- 
rose high. The secret to the Fisher- 
men’s success is a_ well-balanced 
team, 
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As the above action shots show, 
the Fighting Fishermen have one of 
the hardest running teams in the 
state. With such boys as Captain 
Arnold Curtis to calm the team down 
and give a little experience, Darrell 
Isaacson and Dick Matthews for 
scrappy defense play, Gordon Scott for 
outstanding scoring ability and James 
Johnson to contribute rebounds As- 
toria has a formula for success. 


COACH JERRY MOSBY 


Jerry Mosby, Astoria’s shrewd basketball coach has again done a 
tremendous job as head of the round-ball department. This is Mosby’s 
second year under A.H.S. colors and both of these have been highly suc- 


cessful. 


Before coming to Astoria Mosby was head basketball coach at Lake- 
view high school, Lakeview, Oregon. During his basketball coaching career 
Mosby had a bright record of 149 wins and 76 losses, Mosby also coached 
football and even some baseball at Lakeview. 


Coach Mosby introduced the fast-break type of ball to Astoria. Last 
year he had a letterman studded team but he was faced with the problem 
of entirely changing the team’s brand of ball. The ball players had pre- 
viously been used to the slow-it-down set-it-up type of ball, which had 
been tought by Ward Paldanius, former A.H.S. coach. Although this was 
a tough and strenuous job, it did not stop Mosby, After much hard prac- 
tice and sweat, Mosby succeeded in getting his brand of ball to click and 
he guided his hoopsters to a state tournament berth in Eugene, Oregon. 
That year the Fishermen nailed down the second place slot in Metropoli- 
tan league action. 


This year Mosby was not satisfied to get just second place. He came 
back even stronger and with a very inexperienced squad who ended up 
on top of the Metro heap and brought home the championship trophy. 
This is the first trophy won by Astoria basketball teams since 1943. At 
that time the Fishermen won the state championship. 


Astoria started off the season rated number seventh in prep poll 
ratings and throughout the season climbed to number four. The very last 
week they had a bad break and dropped to number five position. In spite 
of this Mosby’s hopes are very high for the team at state. 


As for personality ,Mosby is tops .He is well liked by Astoria high 
school students and he is a very cheerful person, who always has some- 
thing nice to say. Coach Mosby is easy to get along with and makes friends 
easily. 


Let’s get behind this great guy and help him and his ball club take 
that state championship trophy and bring it back to Astoria to stay for 
quite a spell.

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1957-1958 Fighting Fishermen 


Live up to former years 


Astoria’s long career boasts a vast string of victories. 
The Fishermen have won six state championships and 
are second only to Salem with seven. The Fighting Finns 
have been runner-up twice in the tournament's long 
history although the Salem cagers have managed to 
place second eight times. 


In 1923, the Fishermen were heading for their first 
state championship but luck was not with them. They 
were upended by the tough University high school, of 
Eugene, by a score of 28-25. That was the beginning 
of Astoria high school’s basketball history at tourna- 
mentland. Again in 1929 the Fighting Finns finished 
second at state. This time they were walloped by Med- 
ford by a score of 35-14. ‘’Dodo’’ Larson garnered 
the all-state first team while Thompson landed honors 
on the second team. 


In 1930 the Fishermen pulled down their first state 
championship. This time Astoria toppled Salem’s Vik- 
ings by a score of 32-17. Herb Ystad made the all- 
state first team and Temple landed on the second 
team. 


In 1931 the Astoria crew did not make the finals 
but Wally Palmberg kept up the reputation by being 
selected to the first team. 


With one state championship already under their 
belt the Fishermen exploded in 1932 for another first 
place. This time Astoria spelled defeat to Salem who 
for the third time in a row made the finals but didn’t 
seem to have that winning touch. This game was a 
thriller and only the fans watching this contest can 
remember how close a game it was. Astoria came up 
with a 32-29 victory and doing so placed one man on 
the first team and two on the second. Bob Bergstrom 
had the honor of making the first team and second 
team laurels went to Wally Palmberg and Ed Makela. 


1933. saw Salem take the state championship, As- 
toria’s only all-stater this time was Lee Canessa. Can- 
essa, nicknamed ‘Hot Shot,’’ wound up on the second 
team. 


It was a big year in 1934 for the high spirited Fish- 
ermen. This was the year of Astoria’s third champion- 
ship team. This time it was Klamath Falls who fell to 
the Mighty Finns. A low scoring defensive game it was 
but still the Fishermen came out on top 24-13. Ted 
Sarpola and Bob Anet landed on the first team while 
Lee Canessa made the second team for his second time. 
Sarpola ,at present, is coaching at The Dalles. 


With all-staters Sarpola and Anet back, Astoria 
zoomed to the tournament and repeated what it did 
the year before. 1935, Astoria’s fourth state cham- 
pionship team. This time Jefferson of Portland was As- 
toria’‘s obstacle in the final contest. The Democrats 
were no match for the Fishermen as the score will 
show. The final score being 46-26. Sarpola and Anet 
finished the year by being selected to the first team 
again. 


The loss of Anet must have done something to the 
Fishermen cagers in 1936. Astoria was not in the finals 
but for the third straight year Ted Sarpola was selected 
to the first team. Henry Kokko garnered the ‘dream 
team’’ second string. 

In ‘37 Astoria had one man on the all-state second 
team. This time it was Earl Sandness. 1938 was a bad 
year for the Fishermen as was 1939 for not one of 
the Fishermen players made the all-state team. Astoria 
was not in the finals in either of these years. 


1940 saw Astoria come back to life. Roy Seeborg 
made the tournament first team and following him on 
the second team was Art Koski and Gene Knutsen. 


With all-state material back ]941 saw the Astoria 
crew edge Salem in the final outing by 3 points, 35-32. 
Seeborg was again named to the state’s first eam 
while Peterson landed on the second string. These boys 
were the big guns as they helped bring home Astoria‘s 
fifth state tournament trophy. Pr 

Astoria had that same championship feeling in 1942. 
For it was the second time Astoria had won the state 
championship two times in a row. Corvallis was the 
team who dared challenge the Mighty Finns. After the 
struggle was over the Fishermen had won 34-22. Rube 
Wirkkunen and Stan Williamson landed on the first 
team and Parker finished on the second team. 1943 
saw Cliff Crandall on the first team and Kenney See- 
borg and Don Lee on the second team. These fellows 
were the last ball players from Astoria to receive the 
all-state honors. 


Although Astoria has gone to the teurnament time 
after time, 1943 was the last big year for the Fisher- 
men. That was 14 years ago. 


How will Astoria do this year? That still remains 
to be seen. 


Here’s a look at how the Fishermen did this season. 
Astoria chalked up a total of 19 victories and suffered 
only three losses, Two of the losses came in the pre- 
season games; one loss came in league play. Also two 
of the Finns’ defeats were in overtimes and the other 
defeat was by one point. 


December 6 marked the first basketball game for 
the Astorians when the annual Metropolitan League 
jamboree was held in the Milwaukie gymnasium. Fish- 
erman captain, Arnold Curtis, drew the David Douglas 
Scots. Astoria came out on top of the 12-minute battle 
by a score of 22-14. 


On the next night the Fishermen came home to open 
their season with the Seaside Seagulls. This was the 
first game played in the new gym. Although Astoria crew 
came out on top by tipping the inexperienced Gulls 
58-35. 


The following Friday Astoria entertained the Scap- 
poose Indians. The Indians were no match for the tough 
Fishermen as the score shows. Astoria’s fastbreak type 
basketball was too much for Scappoose. The score was 
71-32. The next night Coach Jerry Mosby’s crew jour- 
neyed to the ‘“‘land of cheese’’ to play the Tillamook 
Cheesemakers. The mighty Finns, led by James John- 
son ,toppled the Mooks by a brilliant 61-44 score. John- 
son scored 24 points. 


On the 18th of December it was Scappoose’s turn to 
play host to the Fishermen. It was a different story 
this time as the Finns were befuddled by the Indians’ 
cracker-box gym. After a tough struggle Astoria came 
out on top to win by 11 points, 48-37. 


The next two games were played in Medford on 
December 27 and 28. In the first tilt the Fishermen 
lost the contest with the Black Tornadoes 56-55, The 
following night again spelled disaster to the Finns as 
the rugged Medford five squeezed by with an over- 
time victory 52-49. 


Home trodded the weary Fishermen. Seeking revenge 
for their two losses. Astoria played host to Tillamook. 
Sparked by Gordon Scott’s 44 point performance the 
Finns blasted the Cheesemakers 68-50. 


League play began for Astoria on January 4. At the 
time Beaverton’s Beavers were picked as the top team 
in the Metropolitan league. Astoria’s first encounter 
with the Beavers was a tough fight all the way. On the 
Beaverton floor Astoria upset the top ranked team 
59-58. This game also was won in an overtime. 


Seaside was the last non-league game for Astoria. 
On the Gull’’s home floor Astoria got off to a slow 
start but boomed back in the second half to crush the 
stubborn Seaside five by a score of 58-42. 

A week later David Douglas and Milwaukie invaded 
the Fishermen court but both clubs were sent home 
with the taste of defeat. Douglas fell to the Finns by 
a 53-42 score and Milwaukie was crumpled 56-38. 


Friday, January 24, marked the day Central Catholic 
came to the Fisherman gym. Again the rugged Fisher- 


men five with their tight defense and grueling fast 
break chalked up a big victory by outscoring the Rams 
57-33. The following Saturday Astoria ventured to 
Hillsboro. The Fishermen hitting well mashed the Spar- 
tan five 63-37. 


Parkrose loomed next on the schedule. Again the 
Fishermen hit at a torrid pace and the Broncho’s fell 
by a 56-38 score. 


Gresham's Gophers intruded on Fisherman soil Feb- 
ruary 1, Astoria‘’s net caught the Gophers and the 
Finns gathered an easy 70-35 victory. 


With seven league games and seven victories already 
past the Fishermen, the second place Beaverton club 
headed for Astoria. This game was a real thriller the 
first half. At halftime Coach Mosby’s crew led by one 
point, 18-17. But then in the third quarter Astoria ex- 
ploded for point after point; Beaverton was stunned 
never regained consciousness. They faltered to the Finns 
by 19 points, 55-36. 


Now it was time for the Fishermen to grab their 
traveling bags. The next three games saw Astoria at 
Milwaukie, David Douglas, and Central Catholic. As- 
toria’s overnight trip was successful as the Finns tripped 
Milwaukie and Douglas 44-34 and 62-52. Central put 
up a real battle but Astoria staged off the attack and 
came out on top 55-46. 


Playing Hillsboro at home the Astorians showed 
their talent as they romped over the Hillsboro outfit 
64-39. 


With ]2 . straight victories the Finns were now 
champions of the league. Hopes were up that the 
Fishermen could go undefeated. Parkrose and Gresham, 
two cellar dwelling teams, were the only clubs Astoria 
had left to face. 


The Broncho’s marched onto the Fishermen floor and 
when the game was over they marched off with a 47-44 
overtime victory. Astoria had suffered its first league 
defeat. 


Shocked by what had happened the night before As- 
toria decided that defeat was not for them. On the 
Gresham court the Finns chalked up the Metro-League 
scoring for one game as they blasted the Gophers 91-58. 
This finished the season for the Fishermen who came 
out with a very substantial record of 13 wins and one 
loss
